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ge) HE following tranflation of The Book of Yafher fell into my hands thirty 
SAI years ago by meer accident. I was travelling in the North of England, 
| to fee the country; and coming into a little town, where I intended 
to lodge that night, my landlord informed me, that the goods and books 
is of an old gentiewoman lately deceafed, who was upwards of one hun- 
dred years of age, the daughter of a clergyman, were that evening to be fold by auc- 
tion, I went to the fale, where were affembled a parcel of ruftics, two or three gen- 
tlemen, and as many clergymen. The auétioneer, who was the parifh clerk, had 
prepared no catalogues, fo every one looked of the book to be fold as it was handed 
about. I bought largely, and at length the gentlemen and the clergymen perceiving 
they had no fhare .n the auction, withdrew. The audioneer, in hafte to make an 
end, put up all the pamphlets, manufcripts and fermons in four bundles, Thefe I 
purchafed, and then I ordered the whole to be fent immediately to my inn; and 


before I left the town, I packed the books, manufcripts, pamphlets and fermons 
up, and fent them to my own home. 


Among thefe papers, my Lord, 1 found the following tranflation of The Book of 
“fajher, which I laft fummer communicated to your Lordíhip on a rumour of a new 
tranflation of the Bible. I own that till then it lay by me quite unregarded. Your 
Lordfhip upon perufal was pleafed to approve of it, and to advife its publication as 
a work of great fincerity, plainnefs, and truth. 


Your Lordfhip’s remark I muft not here omit, “ That it was your opinion, The 
“ Book of Fafher ought to have been printed in the Bible before that of Fofhua.” 


By a writing on the outfide of the manufcript it (hould feem, that this tranflation 
was laid before our firft reformers, becaufe it fays: “ I have read The Book of “Tafher 
“ twice over, and I much approve of it, asa piece of great antiquity and curiofity, 
“ but I cannot affent that it Should be made a part of the canon of fcripture.” Signed

province of Perfia, in fearch of holy 
things, and to fee the wonders of the 
Haft. And I took unto me two companions, 
who learned with me in the Univerfity of 
Oxford all thofe languages which the people 
of the Haft [peak ; namely Thomas of Malm/- 
bury, and John of Huntingdon: and tho’ 
we went as pilgrims, yet we took with us, 
filver and gold, andriches. And when we 
came unto Brifiol we went into a [hip bound 
for Rome, where we tarried fix months, and 
learned more perfectly the old Perjic lan- 
guage. Here the Pope bleffed us, and faid, 
Be of refolution, for the work ye have un- 
dertaken is of the Lord. From Rome we 
went to Naples, and tarried there three 
days, and fromtbence to Salerno, ana from 
thence to Palermo. We went through Sici- 
ly, and took Mehta in our way, where we 
abode fix days. Hence we failed for the Mo- 
rea, vifited Athens, Theffalonia, Conftan- 


7 Alcuin of Britain was minded to tra- 


tinople, Philadelphia, Pergamus, Smyrna, 


Ephefus, Antioch, Colofs, Cappadocia, A- 
lexandria, Damafcus, Samaria, Bethel, 
and “ferufalem. Here we flayed fix weeks, 
and the patriarch John received us kindly. 
And after having vifited every part of the 
Holy Land, particularly Bethlebem, He- 
éron, mount Sinai, and the like, we croffed 
an arm of the Perfie gulph at Baffora, and 
went in a beat to Bagdad, and from thence 
by land to Ardevil, and fo to Gajbın. Here 
we learnt from an Afcetic, that at the far- 
thermoft part of Perfia, in the city of Gaz- 
na, was a manufcript wrote in Hebrew of 
The Book of Jafher. He flimulated us to 
this undertaking, by ebferving, that 'The 
Book of Jather was twice mentioned in the 


Holy Bible, and twice appealed to as a 
book of teftimony, and that it was extant 
before the writings, which are now filed, 
The Books of Mofes. J zmedzately un- 
dertook the journey, going by the way of JJ- 
pahan, where we tarried three weeks; at 
length we arrived at Gazna. Here we laid 
afide the pilgrim’ s drefs, and I biredaboufe,, 
where we dwelt during our flay in this city, 
which was about three years. 


I foon became acquainted with the keeper 


of the library, which belongs to the commu- 
nity of this cizz, and enquired of him con- 


cerning The Book of Jaiher, which the 


reclufe at Cafbin had told us of. He faid, 
he had read of fuch a manufcript in theca- 
talogue of the library, but had never feen 
it, though he had been cuftos for forty-five 
years, but that it was locked up in a chef, 
and kept among the-pieces of antiquities. in 
a feparate part of the library. As I lived 
nigh the cuftos, fo I foon became familiar 
in his family ; wherefore one day I took the 
opportunity to tell the cuflos, that I was ve- 
ry much. obliged to bim for the civilities he 
bad fhewn me, and particularly for the free 
accefs he had given me to the library ;. at 
the fame time I made bim a prefent sf a 
wedge of gold, in value fifty pounds, which 
he readily accepted. The next time I weni 
to the library, I begged the favour I might 
fee The Book of Jafher. He then immedi- 
ately turned to thecatalogue, where it was 
written, The Volume of Jafher, He con- 
duéted me into a long room, where be Jhew- 
ed me the cheft it was in. He now inform- 
ed me, that the key was in the hands of the 
city-treafurer, and that, upon proper ap- 
plication, I might fee the Volume. The cu- 
flos introduced me to the treafurer, and re- 
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lated to him the fubftance of my requef. 
He finiled, and faid, be was not then at 
leifure, but he would confider of it. The 
next morning I fent Jobn of Huntingdon to 
the treafurer with a wedge of gold of the 
value of one hundred pounds, by way of a 
prefent. By Sohn, he fent me word, that 
be would meet. me at the library about the 
ninth hour. 

The time being come, the treafurer, the 
cuftos and I met at the library, when the 
treafurer having unlocked the chef [hewed 
me the book, which he called, The Volume 
of Jafher. And then he locked the cheft, 
and gave the key to the cuftos, telling him, 
that it was permitted ther I might read in 
the Volume as often as I would, in the pre- 
Jence of the cufies, and in the library. 

The Book of Jafher zs a great fcroll, 
zn width two foot three inches, and in 
length about niie foot. If is written in 
large characters, and exceeding beautiful. 
The paper on which it 1s wrote is for 
thickne/s the eighth of an inch. To the 
touch it feemed as foft as velvet, and to the 
eye as white as (now. 

The ark is of Mofaic work, finely and 
curioufly wrought, but time and accidents 
bave very much defaced the external orna- 
ments of it. 

After this I had free accefs to The 
Book of Jather. The firft thing which 
commanded my attention was a little fcroll, 
intitled, The ftory of the Volume of Ja- 
fher. This informed me, that Fajher was 
born in Gofhen, in the land of Egypt, that 
he was the fon of the mighty Caleb, who was 
general of the Hebrews, whilft Mofes was 
with ‘fethro in Midian ; that on the embaf- 
fy to Pharaoh, Sfafber was appointed vir- 
ger to Mofes and Aaron, to bear the rod 
before them ; that as he always accompant- 


ed Mofes, Fafher muf bave the greateft 


opportunities of knowing the facts he hath 
recorded ; that from his great attachment 
to truth and uprightnefs he early received 
his name, 3er; that it was a common fay- 
ing in Ifrael of him, Behold the upright 
man! that Yafker wrote the volume which 
bears his name; that the ark was made in 
his life-time ; that he put the volume there- 
in with bis own hands; that Fazer, the 
eldeft fon of Fafher, kept it during bis life; 
that the princes of Judah fucceffively were 
cuftoes thereof; that the ark and book in the 
lafi Babylonifh captivity was taken from 
the Jews, and fo fell into the bands of the 
Perfian monarchs; and that the city of 
Gazna had been the place of its refidence 
Jor Jome hundred years. 

This excited in me agreat defire of read- 
ing the volume itfelf. The work was divi- 
ded into thirty-feven parts, or portions. One 
of thefe portions I read at this time, and fo 
two every day until I had read the whole 
through. The cuftos then informed me, that 
there were in the two fide boxes of the chef, 
certain notes or remarks, which fome of the 
Antients had made on feveral paffages con- 
tained in “The Book of Jafher. Tbefe alfa 
Tread, 

I had now concetved a great defire of re- 


turning to England, with a tranfeript of 


The Book of Jafher, and of the Notes. 
Hereupon, I and my companions petition- 
ed the commonalty of the city, that we 
might have the liberty of taking a tran- 
Script thereof. Here we were oppofed by the 
treafurer, and our petition was rejected, 
Some months after this, it came into my 
mind, that we would petition, to have leave 
to make an Englifh tranflation of the faid 
Book and Notes. Accordingly, one morn- 
ing, having drawn up the petition, I fent 
John of Huntingdon with it, and a wedge 
of gold to the treafurer, with a letter defi- 
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firing bis opinion of it. After fome days, I 
received for anfwer, that be had confidered 
of my requef?, and would fhortly relate the 
affair to the recorder of the city, and take 
his opinion thereon. Upon this, I difpatch- 
ed Thomas of Malmfbury with a wedge of 
gold as a prefent to the recorder, together 
with a copy of the petition I had fent the 
treafurer. A few days after this I receiv- 
ed directions from the recorder to attend the 
next court, and then our petition was grant- 
ed, The order of court ran thus: We grant 
unto Alcuin and bis two affifiants, full li- 
berty and power of tranflating out of the o- 
riginal Hebrew, The Volume of Jafher, 
with the Notes appertaining thereto, now 
contained in a cheft in the public library of 
Gazna into Engh/h, and into no other lan- 
guage whatever, And we likewife order, 
that the faid Englifb tranflation be made in 
the library, and in the prefence of the cuftos 
at [uch times of the day as fhall be moft con- 
venient to the fald cuftos. 

We foon beganthetranflation in this man- 
ner: The manufcript was laid on a table, 
round which the cuftos and we fat. The 
cuftos opened the volume, and we read the 
Jirft part or portion, and were permitted to 
fet it down in the original; from whence 
we made each a tranflation, and then the 
cuflos burnt the part we had fo tranferibed, 
And this was the manner in which we pro- 
ceeded, but the cuftos would not fuffer us to 
carry home any of cur papers. 

In fine, after the labour of near a year 
and fix months, we completed the tranfla- 
tion of the Book and Notes, to which sran- 
Jation this is prefixed, The treafurer and 
cuftos burnt all other papers wrote by either 


of us, and took from us the tranflation we 
had made, 

In this dilemma we remained for fome 
time, till by a proper application, and by 


petitioning the court a fecond time, after - 


having been folemnly fworn, that we had 
taken no other copy, nor were pofefled of 
any other papers, befides that tranflation of 
The Volume of Jafher, zhen before the 
court, the tranflation was delivered to us, 
with a charge, that we fhould not let any 
perfon take a copy thereof in any place we 
paffed through in our return to England. 
Which we folemnly promifed; and then we 
were difmiffed, with proper credentials for 
our return through Perfia. 

We now re-affumed the pilgrims dref, 
and after a flay of almoft three years, left 
Gazna, and came to Ifpahan, from thence 
to Cafbin, and fo back to Rome. Here we 
frayed fome time, and Thad an audience of 
the Pope, when I related to his Holine/s, 
that I bad feen Thè Book of Jafher, fpo- 
ken of in Jothua, and in the Second Book 
of Samuel. The holy father, who was now 
ninety-five years of age, turned to the places 
I referred to, and then cried ont, Y have 
lived to the days of forgetfulnefs. 

After a fhort flay at Rome we failed for 
England, and landed at Briftol, after we 
had been abfent feven years. 

Some years after my arrival, I related 
this adventure to feveral, and Jhowed them 
the work, who advifed me not to fuffer a 
copy of it to fall into the hands of the fa- 
tioner, left I fhould incur the difpleafure of 
the purple. Being now grown old and in- 
frm, I have left it, among other papers, 
to a clergyman in Yorkfhire, —

8 The incenfe-altar of Shit- 
tim-wood was four-fquare,and 
the horns thereof of the fame, 
over-laid withpure gold, with 
rings and with ftaves to “bear 
it withal. 

9 Of Shittim-wood alfo did 
they make the altar of the 
burnt-offering, and the herns 
thereof, and the ftaves there- 
of: and with brafs did they 
over-lay it. 

10 The pots, the fhovels, 
the bafons, the fire-pans, the 
grates, the four rings, the la- 
ver, the twenty pillars with 


their fockets : all of brafs did 


they make them. 

11 And of fine linen were 
made the hangings of the ta- 
bernacle, and the hangings of 
the gate of the court were of 
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blue, of fcarlet, and of pur- 
ple, wrought in needle-work 
by the virgins of Ifrael: ac- 
cording to the pattern Mofes 
had received of the Lord on 
the mount. 

12 For they brought unto 
Mofes day by day all the work 
which they had done: and 
Mofes looked on the fame, 
that it might be done accord- 
ing to all that the Lord had 
commanded him. 

13-4 And Mofes faid, Thus 
hath the Lord fpoken, Thou 
fhalt put the ark of the cove- 


nant, the table, the mercy- 


feat with all the furniture 
thereof, into the tabernacle of 


the congregation.

Aa was named “wf; forthat he was an 
upright man, both as to his w ords, his deal- 
ings, his Jud igment, and his ftature :—for that 
he nad wifdom, not only to direct his own 
conduét, but alío that of the commonweal of 
Ifrael. He was upright in himfelf, for he ne- 
ver polluted himfelf with the women of the 
nations; he was the hufband of one woran, 
his After Azuba, who died fcarce two months’ 
before him. He was married to her before 
the Exodus, and before the law was given by 
Mofes, which afterwards made fuch marri- 
ages finful and abominable. He was always 
attendant on Mofes and Aaron, and he bore 
the rod, or wand of divination, before them, 
He built a city in the land of Gilead, in the 
tribe of Dan, whilft the people were yet in 
the wildernefs, and fettled his eldeft fon Jazer 
there, from whom it took its name, He built 
a fecond city, after he crofled Jordan, 
tribe of Judah, and called it Jezer. A, in 
his days directed the people of Ifrael to walk 


in the 


uprightly before God, to live peaceaby, and 
to love mercy. He reigned over Ifrael five 
and twenty years, Phine 


Jafher being rod-bearer to Mofes, and his 
brother Aaron knew the facts he hath rela- 
ted ; and he is, on-that account; to be relied 
on. The author of the book. of Jofhua ar 
peals to the book.of- Jafher,. as a teftimony ; 
as doth the author of the book of Samuel. 
And though in the book of Judges, Jafher 
is not mentioned by name, as the peer of 
Caleb,. yet we believe at this day, that he did 
judge Ifrael, from the death of Caleb YA fa.

T was atradition in my time, and received 
byall, thattheCreator ciefcended from hea- 
ven, and came into Eden, and there builded 
up the man, Hur out of the book of Aaron. 
Tradition faith, that Cain was a tiller of 
the ground, and Abel was a feeder of fheep. 
Now it came to país, when their poffefions 
were encrealed, that the cattle of Abel fpoil- 
ed the tillage of Cain. At which Cain being 
wroth, he flew one of the cattle of Abel. 
Complaint was made to Adam. Cain alled- 
ged, that he had often fpoken unto Abel his 
brother concerning the injury done him from 
his beafts coming into his grounds, fpoiling 
his tillage, and devouring the fruit thereof. 
To prevent future contefts, Adam ordered 
Cain to remove him, and his children, and 
to go and to dwell to the Eaft of Eden. 
Which he did, and all enmity ceafed, and 
was in time forgotten ; wherefore the place 
is called the land of Nod unto this day. 
Hur out of the book of Aaron. 
From this aét of Cain in flaying the beaft 
of Abel, it feemeth, arofe that ftory record- 
ed in the book of Mofes, that Cain few A- 
bel. If Cain had taken away the life of Abel, 
Adam could not have forgiven that crime. 
Hence the mark fet uponCain: Adam com- 
manded, that no one fhould feek to do Cain 
hurt for flaying the beaft of Abel. Ben Zaddi. 
On Jafher it may be noted, that he does 
not mention Eve. He only fays: In procefs 
of time, the man conceived, and he brought 
forth Cain. It was the cuftom of the firft of 
nen in one word to exprefs both male and fe- 
male. Seeing Mofes makes ufe of two names, 
Adam and Eve, it is plain, that this is a di-

ftinction afterwards found out; he fays, God 
created man in his own image—male and fe- 
male created he them; as it is written in the 
book of Genefis. _Hence Jafher is to be un- 
derftood as faying, In procefs of time the Airft 
male and firít female of the human fpecies 
conjoined, conceived, and they brought forth 
Cain. Ben Zaddi, 
Then it came to país, that men firft began 
to fix fituations, to form refting places, to 
make inciofures. This was an invention of 
Cain to prevent the cattle of Abel from inju- 
ring or deftroying the fruit of the ground. 
The firft city was a piece of land circumferi- 
bed by water. The city of Cain was fuch a 
portion of land he found convenient for his 
occupation. This he inclofed by a rivulet fed 
by the river of Eden. 
Hur out of the book of Aaron. 
The city of Cain was not like unto thofeof 
our day; the people lived in caves and huts, 
partly under-ground, and within fuch a boun- 
dary as was inclofed by a ditch, or afmall ri- 
vulet. Ben Zadai. 
Jabal was a fhepherd, and invented the 
tent that he might not return into the city e- 
very night: and as he tended his Aocks, and 
one place was more convenient at one feafon 
than at another, the tent he could remove ar 
necefüty required. Hence it came to país, 
that the cotemporaries and the defcendants of 
Jabal ufed the tent. 
Hur out of the book of Aaron. 
In proceís of time it came to país, that men 
fearched the bowels of the earth for the hid- 
den things thereof. Tubal-Cain, the fon of 
Lamech, invented the fhovel, the fpade and 
the pick-axe. He wrought in brafs and in 
iron, and he firft made all the inftruments of 
the feveral kinds of mufic. Ä 
Hur out of the book of Aaron. » 
When Adam was dead, the days of whofe 
life were nine hundred and thirty years. Du- 
ring all which time, the worfhip of the Crea- 
tor, among the obedient fons of Adam, was 
fpiritual and intellectual. After this period, 
the defponding fon of Seth, fince named E- 
nos, invented the worfhip of the body. Hence 
arofe 
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arofe the convention of the feventh day, the 
worfhipping ingroves, the ufe of fymbols and 
of teraphim. Hur out of the book of Aaron. 
- Adam was perfect in his generation, com- 
pleatin his ftature; of the moft extenfive 
knowledge, walking uprightly, and efchew- 
ing evil. Eve was perfect in her generation, 
amiable, and lovely to look unto; of modeft 
behaviour, of confummate chaitity ; beauti- 
ful, walking uprightly, and hating iniquity. 
Between thele two there was no fuperiority, 
they were both made at one time, and they 
both had the fame powers of knowledge.

Notes on Chap. II. 

OAH was the firft who builded up a 

hut, a floating cave, a vehicle, ahoufe 

to remain upon the furface of the waters. 
With this he vifited the oppofite land, im- 
proved fifhing ; and his fons after him tranf- 
planted themielves to diftant lands. Hur. 
Atthistimeall the people of the earth fpake 
one language, and lived in commons; were of 
cae mode, of one form, and of one way of 
life. Hur. 
And it came to país when the fons of Ja- 
phet faw that the land was burthened with 
peopie, by realon of the longevity of men at 
this time, and the number of children born 
unto them, and having now built themfelves 
floating habitations, and invented the fail, 
they fought diftant lands. Hur. 
The fons of Japhet fettled in that part of 
Afia the lefs, which lieth upon the Mediter- 
ranean. Ben Zaddi. 
In the days of Peleg, it came to país, that 
men firft began to inclofe lands. He enaéted 
the laws of property. He fettled the bound: 
of families; he firft gave to particulars inhe- 
ritances; he grew an arbitrator, lands were 
given by him for cultivation; infringers hence 
became culpable of his difpleafure ; punifh- 
ments, riches, pride, government, poverty, 
idleneís, rebellion enfued. ‘Thus at this time 
people friends were difperfed, different inte- 
refts deftroyed union; avarice arofe. One 
from diftance of place became ftrangers ene- 
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mies to the other, contefts and local vices 
fprung up. Leaders, rulers, teachers arofe, 
new words and ideas took place; fo that in 
procefs of time people who underftood one 
another heretofore could not converfe; hence 
mifunderftandings, mifreprefentations, enmi- 
ties, evil-fpeaking, war, &e. On. 

Nimrod arofe and oppofed himfelf to Pe- 
leg. Now Nimrod was a man whofe way of 
life was opponent to inclofures, for he was a 
hunter; he ranged the lands, and flew the 
beafts of the field, with an arrow from the 
bow. He fpake againft the fayings of Pe- 
leg; but it came to país, that Peleg was 
mightier than Nimrod. Wherefore Nimrod 
laid unto thofe that were with him: Let us 
alfo build us cities to dwell in, left Peleg and 
thofe that are with him be too many for us. 
This was the beginning of the kingdom of 
Babyion, and Nimrod was the firft king 


thereof, Phineas. - 


Notes on Chap. III. 
OW had the world fubfifted about two 
thoufand years, and from their difper- 
fion and different views and interefts different 
modes of worfhip had arifen ; men had for- 
faken the precepts of the patriarchs, the na- 
tural worfhip of the deity ; fet up fymbols of 
the deity; worfhipped in groves, eftranged 
themfelves concerning the truth ; their ideas 
became through vice circumícribed, the dif- 
cerning few now got rule, irregularity and 
punifhment ftalked. Abraham feeing the de- 
feetion of his brethren, counfelled them to re- 
turn to the ways of old; but they had gone 
lo far aftray, and had fo bewildered themfel- 
ves that they could not return to their primi- 
tive way of worfhip and life, This obliged 
Abraham to leave their fociety, that he and 
his family might ferve the Lord, impulfed, 
that if he and his walked uprightly, thatfrom 
him would arife a great people, by whofe ex- 
ample the nations would be led to ferve the 
Lord.

Tradition faith, That the patriarch Abra- 
ham heard a voice as from heaven, com- 
manding him to flay his fon Ifaac, as he was

in the field alone by himfelf, Abraham re- 
turns to his wife Sarah difconfolate. Sarah 
enguires the caufe, and Abraham tells her, 
that a voice from heaven had faid unto him, 
Take thy fon, and flay him, and offer him 
up a burnt-offering in the land wherein he 
was born. Upon this, Sarah, who was a 
woman of great wifdom and difcerament ex- 
poftulated with Abraham, and convinced him 
that it could not be the voice of God ; and 
her argument was very conclufive: If the 
holy voice has faid, Of rhee I will make a 
great nation ; the holy voice cannot fay this, 
becaufe if thou flayeft thy fon, how can the 
former be fulfilled. Hur. 


Notes on Chap. IV. 
TASHER takes no notice, why Jofeph 
Y was advanced in the court of Pharaoh ; 
and therefore it may be prefumed, that fo 
many ftories were extant, that he could not 
with certainty adopt one. However, the moft 
probable, I will here fet down, as a remark 
on that part of Jafher which concerns Jofeph. 
Jofeph was the beloved of Jacob, and ob- 
tained leave of his father, to travel into E- 
gypt; for, fays he, there will be a famine in 
the land of Canaan, and I will go and pro- 
vide corn for you and my brethren at Zoan, 
that ye perifh not, Accordingly, Jofeph had 
not been long at Zoan before there happened 
to be a great increafe of corn in that land ; 
but in the land of Canaan, the earth brought 
not forth. Now Pharaoh fent and gathered 
together all the wifemen of his kingdom, and 
he faid unto them: Behold, the earth giveth 
of its encreafe thrice told, and there is as 
much more food for the people than they 
want, and moreover the hands are not equal 
to the harveft! what fhall we do ? And the 
wifemen knewnot: ‘And it was proclaimed, 
faying, Whofoever fhall refolve the thing he 
hall ftand before Fharaoh. And it was told 
unto Pharaoh, that Jofeph, the ftranger, the 
fon of Jacob who dwelt at Hebron in the 
land of Canaan could unfold the fecret. Then 
Pharaoh called for Jofeph, and Pharaoh faid 
unto him, Speak. Then Jofeph bowed him- 


felf before Pharaoh, and faid, The Lord God 
of his fathers had revealed it unto him, that 
there fhould be great plenty in Egypt, and 
that there would be great dearth in the land 
of Canaan, which dearth was then aftually 
begun; wherefore, O king, ‘build itore- 
houfes in every city, and buy ye of the E- 
gyptians the furplus of their abundance ; 
peradventure this time of plenty will be fuc- 
ceeded by atire of want and fcarcity. Then 
Pharaoh acvanced Jofeph. Phineas. 

There is but one expreffion inJafher which 
points at all the evils which the adminiftration 
of Jofeph brought on the Egyptians, it is 
this; And he was a ftranger in the land of 
Egypt: and he bought Egypt with a price. 
The Egyptians before the advancement of 
Jofeph was a free people; they paid no tax 


towards the fupport of the government, nor 


of the priefthood. As Jofeph had prophe- 
fied, fo it came to pais, the time of plenty - 
was fucceeded by a time of want and Icarci- 
ty. And then it was, that he fold unto the 
people at a great price, the increafe he had 
before bought for a very low price. When 
he had exhaufted the money, and the jewels 
of the people, and brought the wealth of E- 
gypt into the king’s coffers; and the people 
{till wanted food, he then bargains with them 
that they fhould pan their lands. And when 
the dearth was over, thenit came to pafs, that 
all Egypt by a perpetual decree rendered the 
fifth of its increafe unto Pharaoh. Phineas. 

The Hebrews were opprefled by theEgyp- 
tians by a taxation, and which was as a brick 
for hardnefs; when Pharaoh faw that they 
were become a great people for number, he 
fent unto them, that they fhould bear fome 
part of the public burthen, towards the main- 
tenance and dignity of the ftate; he alledged, 
that when thé famine was in the land of Ca- 
naan, the corn of Egypt faved their lives; 
that thereforethey fhould give them the tenth 
of their increafe, of their flocks, of their 
herds, and of their grounds. The children 
of Ifrael, who had lived free from the leaft 
demand of any kind, for three hundred years 
and upwards, regarded this impofition, as a 
brick, 


brick, that is, as a hard thing, and were un- 
eafy under it. Hur. 


Notes on Chap. V. 

IRIAM wasborn fifteen years before 
| Mofes. She was the daughter of Arn- 
ram by jochebed his wife; one who to great 
natural parts added that of great thought and 
forefight. The decree coming forth, that the 

Hebrew males fhould be ail flan as the 
were born, and fhe having heard how good- 
natured the daughter of Pharaoh was, pro- 
pofed to her. parents, that fhe would carry 
her brother Mofes, and meet the princefs as 
fhe walked by the river fide, which was the 
cuftom of the princefs every morning to do, 
and feem as though fhe was going to drown 
the infant. By which means, fays Miriam, 
when the princefs beholdeth the child, perad- 
venture fhe may enquire what I am about to 
do with the infant, When will I anfwer, and 
fay, I am going to drown it, it being an in- 
fant male of the children of Jacob, according 
to the decree of Pharaoh thy father, which 
fays, Every male that openeth the womb, a- 
mong the children of Jacob (hall you drown 
in the river. O, fays Jochebed, thou art as 
a fea of bitternefs unto me! O my daughter 
thou haft ingulphed me in an ocean of per- 
lexity ! Be not afraid, fays Miriam, whether 
is it not all one, that he perih by the hands 
and command of the daughter of Pharaoh, 
or by the flayers of infants; we cannot al- 
ways hide him from knowledge. The morn 
arofe, the fun rejoiced to run his courfe, and 
all nature fmiled, when Miriam almoft by 
force takes up the lovely infant, whofe inno- 
cent looks were enough to engage every eye, 
and away fhe carries him to the banks of the 
river to meet the princefs. Jochebed and Am- 
ram follow at fomediftance waiting the event. 
The princefs was taking her morning walk, 
attended by her women. Now Miriam had 
placed herfelf under a tree, where the knew 
the princefs would país by, and was there 
kiffing, and taking, as it were, her laft fare- 
wei of her brother, and as the princefs ap- 
proached, was fwaddling it up; that with the 
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greater convenience fhe might throw it into 
the river, and then the kifles it again, and the 
tears flowed from her eyes. The princefs and 
the ladies ftood at fome diftance viewing and 
thinking what the meaning of this thing could 
be; and feeing that the young woman look- 
ed atthe water, and then at the child, ima- 
gined that the was going to drown it. Upon 
this the princefs calls earneitly to Miriam,and 
afks her, what fhe was going to-do with the 
infant? Miriam advances, and fays, I am a- 
bout to drown it, even as Pharaoh has com- 
manded. How! fays the princes, furePha- 
raoh has not faid it. Then anfwered Miriam, 
Thy father hath faid,Every male that openeth 
the womb, among the children of Jacob fhall 
ye drown in the river, And this is the frit 
which hath opened the womb {ince the de- 
cree hath been made. And the princefs faid, 
Give me the child. Miriam having delivered 
the child, the princeís enquires for one to 
nurfe it, Here Miriam produces his mother 
Jochebed to be a nurfe for her brother. And 
the princefs faid, He fhall be my fon, and 
his name fhall be called Mofes, becaufe I have 
taken him from the water, wherein he was to 
be drowned. Then Jochebed took Mofes, 
and returned unto her houfe, and fhe faid to 
her daughter, Behold, now thou art unto me 
as an up-lifting. Aaron at this time was three 
years old. ‘The princefs that very day went 
unto Pharaoh, and got the decree revoked, 
Thus did Miriam, when fifteen years of age, 
contrive the revoking of the decree of Pha- 
raoh concerning the murder of the infant 
males of the children of Ifrael. 
Hur out of the book of Aaron. 
Miriam from hence became the admired of 
the Hebrews, every tongue fang of her praife. 
She taught Ifrael, fhe tutored the children of 
Jacob. And the people called her, by way 
of eminence, The teacher. She ftudied the 
good of the nation, Aaron and the people 
hearkened unto her. To her the people bow- 
ed, to her the afilicted came. Ifrael enjoyed 
peace all the time of the days of the princefs, 
who fuccoured Mofes. Miriam was ninety 
five years of age, when Mofes came from 
Midian, 
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Midian, And Aaron was eighty and three. 
And Mofes was eighty years of age. 
Hur out of the book of Aaron. 
‚Ic was a tradition in my time, that the 
princefs carried Mofes to her father, and by 
ihewing him the infant, and expoftulating 
with him concerning the barbarity of thofe 
who had counfelled the decree, prevailed on 
the king to revoke it. Hur. 


Notes on Chap. VI. 

OSES who till now had lived alto- 

gether in the court of Pharaoh, leaves 
Zoan, and goes into Gofhen to vifit his bre- 
thren the Hebrews, when there he encourages 
them to revolt from the Egyptians. Pharaoh 
hearing of this, Mofes thought it beft to fly 
into Midian, being then forty years of age. 
There he marries Zipporah,. the daughter of 
Jethro, who was the fon of Efau, who was 
the fon of Ifaac. Jethro was a great man, 
one who had given laws to his people, and 
was both a king and a prieft. He was a wor- 
fhipper of the true God, but did not ufe cir- 
cumcifion among his people ; yet he ordain- 
ed a priefthood, and appointed the obfervati- 
on of fabbaths, and of feafts, and kept holy 
days. There was a particular enmity not- 
withftanding betwixt the defcendants of Ja- 
cob, and thofe of Efau ; and Jacob had par- 
ticularly cautioned his children not .to-marry 
among the uncircumcifed. Jethro finding 
that Mofes was a man of great policy, and 
verfed in all the learning and magic of the 
Egyptians gives him his eldeft daughter Zip- 
porah to wife; by whom Mofes had two fons, 
Gerfhom and Eliezer. At the expiration of 
forty years afterwards, Mofes is told by Je- 
thro, that the Pharaoh who fought his life 
was dead; is advifed to go up into Egypt, 
and to endeavour to bring his brethren from 
under the yoke of Pharaoh into the wilder- 
nefs, and there to make them a feparate peo- 
ple, under a particular government of their 
own, Mofes, Aufhed with the thoughts of 
faccefs, brings out of Midian, Zipporah and 
her two fons, and comes into Gofhen : but 
the eiders know him not, and tell him, that 


he had tranfgreffed the precepts of Jacob im 
marrying Zipporah. Upon which difguft of 
the Hebrews, Mofes fends Zipporah and her 
two fons back to Jethro. Hur. 
- And it came to país, during the timeMo- - 
les was in Midian, which was the fpace of 
forty years, that Caleb, who was a ruler a- 
mong the fons of- Jacob, and amighty man, 
invented thé arrow, and the bow, and train- 


‘edi the males to the ufe of it, and he and 


his foliowers became expert in it, This was 
a contrivance that was more excellent than 
the javelin: he found he could kill the ene- 
my hereby at a great diftance; wherefore the 
Hebrews in this refpeét became too mighty 
for the Egyptians. Othniel, 


Notes on Chap. VII, VIII, IX, X, XI. 

OSES perfuades theHebrews to leave 
Gofhen, and go into the wildernefs, 

They afk of him a fign, he gives them ma- 
ny, which they believe. But Pharaoh whem 
Mofes went to him would not believe. After 
many perfuafions, with the advice ‚of all his 
princes Pharaoh lets them go, upon certain 
conditions: which the Egyptians told him 
the Hebrews had not performed: At which 
Pharaoh was provoked, and purfues Mofes 
and the people.. Of which Mofes having in- 
telligence, he changes his courfe, and (wher: 
at the extremity of the Red Sea, purpofing 
to lead the Hebrews to the foot of mount Si- 
nai, and put them under the protection of the 
Midianites, left Pharaoh (hould purfue him, 
and in his rage flay the Hebrews,) turns off 
towards Baal-zephon, in which neighbour- 
hood Mofes encamped. When Pharaoh and 
his hoft came to Etham, feven days afterMo- 
fes had left the place, he was informed, that 
Mofes,inftead of going ftrait forward into the 
wildernefs, was gone to Baal-zephon. Here 
Pharaoh ftops, his troops being fatigued with 
a fudden and hafty march, and fends to de- 
mand of Mofes fatisfaétion for what injury 
the Hebrews had done the Egyptians. Upon 
this Mofes fends Jafher to tell Pharaoh, that 
he would fearch out the offenders, and de- 
liver them up, and fuch reftitutica Should 


be made as fhould be fatisfatory to them, 
and that this fhould be done by the fourth 
day. To this Pharaoh agreed, indeed he was 
neceflitated to ftay, for his troops were fo 
harraffed and faint that they wanted reft. 
Mofes having thus gained time, difpofes the 
march of his people over the fands of the 
Red Sea, in the manner following: He or- 
dered Aaron to lead the van into the fea, at 
the recefs of the water ; they went in a man 
and a woman ; the women carrying and lead- 
ing the infants, and the men carried the bag- 
gage. Thus did they march; the tribe of 
Levi and the tribe of Jofeph got over that 
reflux ; the next the tribe of Judah and the 
tribe of Simeon ; the next the tribe of Ben- 
jamin and the tribe of Ephraim; the next 
the tribe of Zebulun and the tribe of Iffa- 
char ; the next the tribe of Dan and the half 
tribe of Manaffeh; the next the half tribe of 
Manafieh, and all the women and children of 
the tribe of Reuben and the tribe of Gad,with 
their baggage. Mofes having thus difmiffed 
all, except the men of Reuben and Gad, about 
midnight blew the trumpet, and’ he led the 
people threw the fea with a hafty march, for 
which he had prepared them by fending away 
their wives, children, and baggage. Mofes 
had fo well contrived to cut off all intercourfe 
between the Hebrews and theEgyptians, that 
the latter knew not that the former had fled. 
On the fourth day in the morning Pharaoh 
fends to demand reftitution, but behold Mo- 
fes with the tribes of Reuben and Gad had 
croíled the Red Sea, in the preceding night. 
They haftened unto Pharaoh, and told him, 
that the Hebrews fled by the way of the Red 
Sea; (for there was a road which led through 
there, at the reflux, for foot-paflengers, but 
wasnot at all commodious for horfes and cha- 
riots.) Now during the time that Mofes and 
the tribes paffed through the fea, by night 
the moon fhone; but afterwards the dark 
nights came on, and the rains fell. Pharaoh 
purfued Mofes to Baal-zephon, and here he 
was told in what manner the Hebrews pafied 
the fands of the Red Sea. At this Pharaoh 
was greatly difheartened, and he faid, Let us 
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return from whence we came, for we cannot 
go over the fands with our horfes and chari- 
ots: and could we crofs with part of the hoft 
of Egypt, for all cannot país at one reflux, the 
Hebrews will flay us. Wherefore Pharaoh 
curfed the people of Jacob, he and all the 
hoft"of Egypt, and returned to Zoan. Hur. 
It was at this time, and on the account of 
the fraud Mofes and his people had put on 
the Egyptians, that they were called sapyr 
or D!Spy? that is, Jacobites. Etud. 
Miriam firft ftepped into the Red Sea, a- 
midft the thoufands of Ifrael, who thereupon 
cried out, Behold the queen of the fea. When 
all her people were fafe in the wildernefs, fhe 
proclaimed a feaft, at which Miriam and the 
women of Ifrael leaped for joy: Hur, 
The people of lfrael foon after they had 
left the borders of the Red Sea, and had jour- 
neyed for three days into the wildernefs had 
exhaufted their water, and thereupon was in 
great diftrefs, and they faid, Where fhall we 
now have water to drink ? Mofes, in this e- 
mergency, aflembles the elders. Miriam was 
one of the aflembly, for fhe being the admi- 
red of the people, they proceeded to no bu- 
finefs till fhe was prefent ; nay, fo deep was 
her penetration, and fo exquifite her judg- 
ment, that her word was final. She advifed, 
that they fhould dig for water. Hur. 
The great wifdom and policy of Mofes is 
here very confpicuous, in his felling to the 
Egyptians, for their gold and filver, all the 
poffefiions of the Hebrews. By this means, 
they had wherewithal, when they had gotten 
into the wildernefs, to purchafe oxen, fheep, 
and all the neceffaries of life, of the Amale- 
kites, the Hivites, &c. and alfo all utenfils 
of hufbandry, and horfes, &c. for their im- 
mediate ufe. Othniel, 
The riches the Hebrews carried with them 
procured them the friendfhip, at leaft the in- 
dulgence of the people of the nations, for the 
trade of gold for the fruitsof their land made 
them rich. This Miriam perceived would.in 
time impoverifh her own people, wherefore 
fhe advifed them to till the ground, and to 
tame the beafts of the field. Fazer,

It feemeth plain, that the Egyptians intend- 
ed to buy the poffeffions of the Hebrews for 
a veryfmall fum, and thereby to opprefs them 
grievouíly ; but this fcheme of Mofes and the 
elders to fell more in number of every thing 
than they had, outwitted them, “nd flung their 
iniquity upon their own heads. Befides, Mo- 
fes by this means brought his own people the 
more readily into his defigns of fhaking off 
the power of Egypt. Zadock. 

Miriam might juftly be ftiled, the mother 
of the Hebrew nation, in a proper fenfe, for 
fhe taught them firft to dig for water. She 
likewife ftimulated them to till the ground, 
and cultivate the tree. She brought grain 
out of Egypt, and fowed the field. The 
male and female of the flock and herd did 
fhe bring. Tobias. 

Notes on Chap. XV. 

HE conteft between Mofes and Miriam 

was concerning the eftablifh ment of the 
laws and cuftoms preferibed by Jethro. She 
argued and reafoned very wifely. Are not 
the laws and cuftoms of the children of Jacob 
fuficient to govern the people, feeing they 
have done fo for four hundred years? Surely 
the wiídom of our forefathers is greater than 
that of the Midianites. The people took the 
fide of Miriam. Hur: 

Miriam oppofed the introdudtion of the 
laws given by Jethro. She well knew, that 
if Zipporah was fuffered to dwell among the 
children of Ifrael, of confequence the cuftoms 
ot Midian would take place, that intermarri- 
ages would happen, and that fuch practices 
would tend to the ingulphing them in the 
nations. Fezer. 

All the days of the life of Miriam were one 
hundred and twenty years. Incher time, the 
Hraelites received no other laws and cuftoms, 
fave thofe from Abraham, Ifaac, and Jacob. 
The patriarchs in every family ruled. fazer. 

When the people of the nations, the Mo- 
abites, the Perizzites, the Hivites, the A- 
morites, the Jebufites, and the Hittites heard 
that Miriam was dead, they were moved ; 
and the reafon. was, becaufe fhe reftrained 
Mofes. from deftreying them. Othniel 
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Notes on Chap. XVI, XVII, XVIIL 
OSES, foon after the death of Miri- 
| am, orders Nadab and Abihu to build 
an altar nigh unto mount Sinai, and to raife 
twelve tables or pillars.for each tribe to come 
unto. When this was done, he appoints 
twelve young men, of great ftrength, to flay. 
oxen, and fheep, and lambs, and roaft them 
on the altar: and Mofes blew the trumpet, 
and he proclaimed afeaft, and every tribe af- 
fembled each to his pillar or ftation, and they. 
fat down, and they did eat. And this was 
the firft public feaft of the Ifraelites.. "And 
now it was, that they chofe out feventy el- 
ders for to be with Mofes, and to judge the 
people. Hur. 
Mofes after the conteft with Miriam never 
attempted to eftablifh the laws of Jethro till 
fome timeafter her death. He hada defign to 
fecrete her, imagining, if it had notbeen for 
her humane difpofition, he fhould have been. 
able to have fettled the people in Canaan du> 
ring his life, which would have been for the 
good of the commonweal; but the policy of 
Mofes was for killing and deftroying all be- 
fore him : the policy of Miriam was the re- 
verfe. Miriam dying, things remained for 
a fhort time in the method fhe left them; but 
as the people could not now apply unto her. 
for wifdom, they were at a great lofs, ‚and: 
that lofs grew daily more and more percepti- 
ble. At length, the complaints reached the 
ear of Mofes. In order to redrefs the grie- 
vance, Mofes advifes the people to eleét fuck 
perfons as they fhould think capable of judg-, 
ing the people. That the people fhould elect, 
was pleafing to the multitude. They fwallow- 
ed the bait, by which means Mofes had feven- 
ty to-affift him in the adminiftration. * The 
firft thing Mofes propofed, and which they 
agreed to, was the admiffion and adoption of 
Zipporah and her fons. Mofes foon after af- 
fumed the title of king; and having brought 
Nadab and Abibu, and the feventy elders, 
who fpake for the people, into his plan of 
forming the Hebrew monarchy, they affem- 
bled on mount Sinai, and together with Jethro 
fix on the rule of government. Phineas. 
At 
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At the clofe'of the forty days Nadab and 
Abihu- are expelled; they come down the 
mount, and excite the people to return into 
Egypt. Of this Mofes is informed by Aa- 
ron whilft he was on the mount. The affem- 
bly, afterNadab and Abihu left it conclude, to 
fettle a priefthood, and this was to be in the 
tribe of Levi. Of this Nadab and Abihu were 
ignorant. Mofes being come with the elders 
to the enterance of the camp, he firft fent for 
Aaron, and acquainted him, that he and his 
family were hereafter to be the prieits of the 
new covenant; and ordered him, with the 
utmoft fecrecy to make known the thing to 
the chiefs of the tribe of Levi, fave Nadab 
and Abihu. During the abfence of Aaron, 
Mofes provides agreatnumber of inftruments 
of deftruétion, and he hid them in a tent. On 
the next day, Mofes, with Aaron and Hur, 
came to the camp. And the trumpet found- 
ed, and a voice proclaimed, faying, Who is 
on the Lord's fide? [which was thewordMo- 
fes had given to Aaron to deliver unto all the 
Levites] let him come forth of the camp. As 
mo one, befides the Levites were in the fe- 
eret; nor Aaron, Hur, nor they, as to the 
flaughter Mofes intended by their hands to 
execute, immediately on the proclamation 
the Levites leave the camp, and aflemble 
themfelves before Mofes. When this was 
done, Mofes puts into the hands of the Le- 
vites each one an inftrument of deftruction, 
and iie trumpet founded, and the voice pro- 
claimed,, faying, Gird on your fwords, and 
go through the camp, and kill every man his 
friend, and every man his neighbour. And 
befides Nadab and Abihu, the Levites lew 
three thoufand men. No women were fain. 
When Aaron faw the fall of Nadab and Abi- 
hu, his two fons, and the flaughter of the 
people, he wept for the miferies that were 
come upon his brethren, fince the death of 
Miriam. And he faid, Oh what a flood of 
bitternefs is this, thy death O fifter hath let 
in upon us! But Mofes, Jethro, and Zippo- 
rab now rule us with arod of iron. The days 


of my life are but few; of them few all will 
be evil, Hur, 


Mofes, in order to induce the Levites, to 
gird on thefe fwords, infinuates, that it was 
for their defence,. left the body of the people 
fhould rife and flay them: This obtained,-he 
commanded them to the flaughter. On 


Notes on Chap. XIX,—XXI. 
AROM the flaughter of Nadab and Abi- 
4 hu, and the three thoufand Hraelites, 
Mofes proceeds to eftablifh all the laws and 
ordinances he had received on the mount. 
And in this he fucceeded, without the leaft 
interruption, till he came to excufe the Le- 
vites from labour, till he fet them apart to 
the priefthood, and had appointed fuch dues 
to be given them by the other tribes as fhould 
be a fufficient maintenance for them. Upon 
this, the rebellion of Korah arofe. And as 
the door of the tabernacle was the ufual place 
of aflembly, here Korah, Dathan and Abiram 
and On, with two hundred and fifty of the 
principal men of Ifrael, undertake to expo 
ftulate with Moles, Aaron, Jafher and Hur 
the unreafonablenefs of it. Mofes puts them 
off till the next day. In the interim, Mofes 
hid the Levites within the tabernacle behind 
the hangings. And whenMofes had fent away 
the people, the Levites.rufhed out of the ta- 
bernaele, and flew with fire Korah and thofe 
that were with him, Hur: 
On appeared the firft day, but he repented 
of his crime, and fo efcaped the evil his bre- 
thren fell into ; however, he fled into Cana- 
an, all the days of Mofes. Hur. 
The name of the fon of Shelomith was Ba- 
dab. He was a rafh youth, and he encoun- 
tered Mofes alone. He was a man of great 
elocution, a fine períom, and very popular ; 
he fpared no pains to fhew and declare to the 
people, that the ways and fchemes of Mofes 
were not the commands of Jehovah, as he 
Mofes had pretended. For this his blafphe- 
my, he is brought before the feventy, and 
adjudged to be ftoned. Hur. 
And if Mofes had not put an end to his 
cavils by this fentence, it, is thought, he 
would have raifed a fchifm among the pec- 
ple. Hur.

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Notes on Chap. XXV, XXVI. 

A FTER the death of Jethro,Balak king 
A of Moab, made the people of Midian 
his fubjects. Now Mofes, who had married 
Zipporah, the daughter of Jethro, was an» 
sry with the Midianites for putting themfel- 
ves under the protection of Balak; wherefore 
he became their enemy, and was determined 
the firft opportunity to wage ‘war againft 
them; but as the Moabites, the Amorites, 
the Amalekites, the Hivites, and the Hit- 
tites were their confederates, he deferred it 
for fome time, till at length he recollected 
the promife made to Abraham, that his feed 
fhould be as the ftars in the firmament, and 
as the fand on the fea-fhore. To accomplith 
which, he affembled the feventy, and all the 
elders of Ifrael to. the door of the tabernacle, 
and after reminding them of the prophecy, 
advifed them, in order that they might for 
number be able to drive out the nations in 
Canaan, to go up againft Balak, againft the 
Midianites, Moabites, and the nations on this 
fide of Jordan, and to flay all the inhabitants, 
lave the women, that Ifrael might out of 
them multiply. And it was agreed by the 
affembly, that the women fhould be divided 
by dot, or tribe. This fpirited up the peo- 
ple, and they readily armed every tribe one 
thoufand to the war, and they wentout, and 
they flew all the males of the nations, except 
thofe who faved themfelves by fight. This 
got Mofes his juft revenge on the Midianites, 
for he expected, that the Midianites would 
have chofen him for their king. The people 
fought now for the fake of the women, and 
tor the fake of the fpoil; and here was a fur- 
ther view in Mofes to enrich his nation, for 
the Hebrews had bought with their filver and 
gold, they brought out of Egypt, cattle and 
corn, and wine and oil, of the Midianites, 
and of the people of the nations, while they 
fojourned in the wildernefs; and if they now 
overcome them the filver and gold would fall 
into the hands of the Hebrews again. Further, 
Mofes perceived, that the Hebrews could not 
fafely pafs over Jordan till the nations on this 
fide were deftroyed ; for he knew, that if he 


left them in Gilead, they would take the part 
of the people of Jericho, and thofe on the o- 
ther fide Jordan, and fo his people might be 
encompafled and flain, between “he armies of 
Palak, and the armies of the king of Jericho, 
and of the nations on that fide Jordan. Fazer. 
Mofes ordered, Phinehas with the priefts 
to go up with the trumpets, hautboys, cym- 
bals, pipe and tabor, to animate the troops 
to the engagement. And this was the firft 
time they went. Succefs attended them. The 
{poil was great; and it was a fine fight, to 
fee thirty two thoufand virgins affembled on 
a plain, befides an infinite number of women 
and ladies. The virgins were led by Phine- 
has and the priefts. The women the armed 
men of the tribe of Reuben brought in. Mo- 
fes commanded the virgins to abide without 
the camp. The women were divided the one 
half to the men of war, and the other to the 
congregation; but the armed man might fell 
his woman to him who would purchafe. This 
foon bred great confufion, bickerings, hatred, 
malice, and what not; but all this time Mo- 
fes did not divide the virgins, left he fhould 
enervate his people. Hence they murmur, 
To quell this, the Levites were commanded 
to flay the ftrange women; and there fell of 
the Hebrews twenty four thoufand men. Af- 
ter this Mofes divided the virgins. Thefe 
things I faw with my eyes, and I heard with 
my ears. Fezer. 
The reafon of the flaughter of the Hebrews 
was, that they oppofed themfelves to Mofes, 
and took the part of the ftrange women. Fezer. 
Mofes was now grown old, and he per- 
ceived that his ftrength would not permit 
him to lead the children of Ifrael into Cana- 
an. The fatigue was too great for him. How- 
ever Mofes, with Eleazar and Phinehas and 
Jofhua go up mount Nebo, and from that 
part called Pilgah he takes a view of the pro- 
mifed land : at which Mofes was much de- 
lighted, and it gave him great fatisfaction. 
Mofes then retires into the plains of Moab, to 
acity called Ofea, having left the command 
of the Ifraelites to Jofhua, and there in the 
{pace of fix months, he dies, Phineas. 
| Mofes 
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Mofes was the greateit of the magi of the 
age he lived in: and no one has appeared like 
unto him unto this day. He could turn the 
rod into a ferpent, make frogs fkip and live 
on dry ground; make water as blood ; make 
thunder and lightning, and do fuch wonders 
as the people and defcendants of Jacob knew 
nothing of, and at which they all ftood ama- 
zed. Mofes was for ftature, fymmetry, and 
comelinefs one of the fineft men of the age. 
Some have faid, that he was defective in his 
fpeech, It is true, he was flow and grave in 
his utterance; but he [poke with great deli- 
beration, and his fpeech was with authority ; 
he always commanded attention ; and when- 
ever he delivered a new law to the people he 
did it with great prefence of mind, and with 
trumpets founding, and with mighty thun- 
drings: and he ufed always to read it out of 
å book. He was a man who could bear difap- 
pointment, and therefore was by fome called 
the meck ; but this was his great policy, and 
if it had not been for his prudence in this par- 
ticular, the Ifraelites would foon have reject- 
edhim. The greateft enemy of his ambition 
was his fifter Miriam, who ftudied no one 
thing, but the good of the common-weal of 
Ifrael, and always oppofed in Mofes the fpi- 
rit of tyranny. And it is my opinion, that 
at the time Mofes hid Miriam feven days, un- 
der the notion of her being leprous, and the 
people demanded her, had he continued to 
have hid her, they would have flew Motes. 
I faw the thing that was done. On. 

The faving of the pure virgins of the na- 
tions was done with an intent to increafe and 
multiply the number of the children of Ifrael. 
This was a fcheme, Mofes thought implied 
in thefe words, And thy feed fhall be as the 
fand on the fea-fhore. ‘The multitude of wo- 
men had this effeét, to makethe Hebrews nu- 
merous, and on tkis account the concubinary 
wife was allowed, On. 

One reafon to be affigned, why Mofes did 
not lead the people over Jordan into Canaan, 
might be the avertion they muft naturally 
have to him, on theaccount of the flaughter 
of the twenty four thoufand men. This not 
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only difpirited them, but weakened them ve- 
ty much. The lofs of this number could nor 
eafily be repaired; however, Mofes, in order 
to appeafe the people, commands Eliazar and 
Phinehas immediately to divide the thirty-two 
thoufand virgihs between the warriors and the 
congregation. And it appeareth, that Mofes 
from this time never once attempted to com- 
mand them ; but tells them, that after his 
death they fhould obey Jofhua, the fon of 
Nun, and he it was that fhould lead them in- 
to the promifed land. Ebud. 


Notes on Chap. XXVII, &e. 

OME time after the death of Mofes, Jo- 
fhua affembled Eleazar, Phinehas, Caleb 
and all the elders of Ifrael. At this affembly 
they make a law, that whoever fhould not o- 
bey Jofhua in the fame manner they did Mo- 

fes fhould be put to death by being ftoned. 
Otbniel, 
Rahab was the daughter of Jerioth, who 
was a woman of Midian. Othniel. 
After the death of Miriam, for which Ifra- 
el ‘was inconfolable, Zipporah governed in the 
court of Mofes, and all things went according, 
to the advice of Jethro and Zipporah ; new 
cuftoms were immediately introduced in reli- 
gion, in manners, in modes of drefs: and Zips 
porah advanced women of Midian and Moab 
to attend about her perfon; the elders were 
fafcinated with their wiles, and Ifrael was pol- 
luted. Rahab of Jericho was an offfpring of 
this inceft. She afterwards married into a fa- 
mily of Jericho, fhe became a great woman, 
but was now a widow, and a lady of that 
land, at the time when Jericho was befieged.

The Hebrews had in their way to the river 
of Jordan from the Red Sea pafled over feve- 
ral rivers, by means of flat-bottomed boats, 
which joined fo clofe together, that they walk- 
ed over ason dry land. This was the manner 
in which they pafled over Jordan ; only that 
here the river being wider, the floating bridge 
was made wider alfo; and in length doubled, 
that the people might país over in a much 
fhorter time. And firft went over the tribe of 
Reuben, 
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Reuben, the tribe of Dan, and the half-tribe 
of Manafleh ; then followed the armed men 
of every tribe, and then followed the women 
and the children. And here is confpicuous 
the great policy of Mofes in cutting off the 
nations on this fide Jordan firft; fo that now 
they pafled over unmolelted. Gad. 


| Notes on Chap. XXX, &e. 
OSHUA marched from Gilgal in the 
night, it was moon-light, and when the 

morning came, he fuddenly fell upon the e- 

nemy before they were prepared for the bat- 

tle ; by which furprize he put them to flight : 
the confternation of the enemy was fo great, 
that inftead of oppofing, every man endea- 
voured to fave himfelf, fome this way, and 
fome that way. And thelfraelites flew them 
with a great flaughter, fome with the edge of 
the fword, others with ftones, efpecially thofe 
who fled by the way of Beth-horon, which is 

a ftony way. Jofhua and the people being 

greatly fatigued in marching all the night be- 

fore, and in fighting from break of day, a- 

bout fun-fet founds the retreat; for, fays he, 

the evening draweth on, and we have van- 
quifhed our enemy, and the fun will be filent 
and difappear over Gibeon; but the moon 
which feemeth to be as in the valley of... - 
lon will fhine, and by the light thereof we 
fhall return to Gilgal. Now the main body 
ot Jofhua’s army remained with him nigh un- 
to Gibeon. Ehud. 

The men of Reuben, Gad and Manaffeh, 
after their return out of Canaan, where they 

had been for many years fighting the ` R 

of their brethren, according to the Cove: sut 

they had made with Mofes, begin to fora 
themfelves into a nation. To which end, on 
their repafling Jordan, as foon as convenient 
might be, they erect a tabernacle in the form 
of that at Shiloh ; and though it was not fo 
magnificent, yet it was for beauty the very 
model of it. They alfo built an alter, and 
the priefts and levites continually miniftred, 
and whereon they offered burnt-offerings and 
facrifices, and whereunto the people relort-d 
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daily to offer unto the Lord. This thine they 
did without the advice and confent of Jofhua 
and the elders of the great council at Shiloh, 
and therefore it was at firft deemed as an act 
of rebellion, and looked on as an intention 
in them of revolting from the jurifdiétion of 
Ifrael. Jofhua, confidering how ferviceable 
they had been in the wars of Canaan, did not 
command the Jíraelites to arm themfelves, 
and to go forth and flay them, as Mofes it is 
likely would have done in this cafe; but he 
fends meflengers to them ; they are received 
kindly, and fatisfactory reafons are given for 
what had been done. They coyenanted that 
they would once in every year appear before 
the Lord in Shiloh. On their promife of o- 
bedience, friendfhip is renewed, and they had 
the privilege granted unto them of fending 
elders to the great council, which ufed to af- 
femble at Shiloh. Othniel, 
The dividing of the children of Ifrael after 
they had pafled over Jordan, and the difper- 
fion of one tribe to this part of Canaan, and 
of another to that, deftroyed their ftrength, 
wherefore it came to país, that they were ob- 
liged to fuffer the inhabitants to dwell in the 
land. Jazer. 
In a fhort time after the Ifraelites came in- 
to ( zan, ani each tribe had its lot, itcame 
to país, that each tribe looked to its own par- 
ticular intereft, and had little or no regard to 
the welfare of the whole. Ebud. 
Before Jaíher had appointed particular ci- 
ties for the Canaanites, and particular cities 
for the Hebrews, they lived together in the 
fame town, or city, and many times in the 
‘ome houfe. It is plain, they had been very 
familiar from their intermarriages, which Ja- 
fher prohibits.

The ereétion of fynagogues, or little ta- 
bernacles, in every town, or cky, fprung 
from the example of the Reubenités, Gadites - 
and Manaffites, and therein the Levites read 
the law on the fabbath, the wonders done in 
Egypt, in the Red Sea, and in the wilder- 
nefs; and on the eighth day circumeifed the
